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Fraises des Bois: We’re as pleased as Punch with the 
introduction this year of two varieties (patent pending) 
of Fraises des Bois. These hybrids are still truly Wild 
French Strawberries, one of the world’s great delicacies. 
Gourmets eat them with clotted cream in silent rever- 
ence; just ordinary folks who have eaten only ordinary 
strawberries—well, ordinary strawberries never taste the 
same again. Yes, the plants are everbearing — heavily 
from July until frost. 

Either variety makes a charming edging plant — bushy 
little fellows about 8 inches high and perfectly round. 
The dainty white flowers dance on trusses above the 
soft green leaves, and when the trusses become heavy 
with berries they droop slightly. Plants should be spaced 
one foot apart as an edging to the perennial border 
or a walk, in soil that has been out of sod for at least 
two years. Sod soils contain quantities of cut worms or 
Jap beetle grubs which fatten enormously on the finely- 
drawn strawberry root—any strawberry root, French or 
otherwise. If you are in Jap beetle territory, grubproof 
the soil. 

You can plant these Fraises in full sun or partial shade 
but remember they must, like all strawberries, be kept 
damp. Spray them occasionally with any good vege- 
table insecticide and add nicotine sulphate to kill aphis 
which can be troublesome in very wet weather. Because 
these hybrids have all the vigor of the wild plant we 
do not believe they are susceptible to ordinary straw- 
berry virus diseases. 

Protect these plants over winter (as you do any kind 
of strawberry) with a light covering of hay or straw 
(never protect anything with leaves) after the ground is 
frozen hard. We estimate that 30 well-grown plants will 
give you six servings a week from July until frost. The 
more you pick these luscious things the more they bear. 

if you want to pick a quart of strawberries in ten 
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minutes don’t buy Fraises des Bois. The fruit is small and 
picking takes a little time. (They are ready to pick when 
berries will pull away freely from the stems like rasp- 
berries.) A quart of Fraises will serve more people than 
two quarts of big berries — two tablespoons with heaviest 
cream is enough per person. Item: French strawberries 
are imported every summer by Bloomingdale’s, New 
York. Baskets, about a pint, sell for $3.00 each. Your 
mouth watering? If so, turn to page 8. 

The Strip Perennial Border: We believe you will find 
The Strip Perennial Border (opposite) a new concept. No 
background is necessary, the strip can follow a walk or 
a pool, it can be worked at from either side. It is a new 
way to use perennials effectively, an invention of ours. 
The Flowering Fence: We got so distressed with folks 
using Rosa Multiflora incorrectly — planting it on subur- 
ban or city lots (this rank rose grows 8 feet high, spreads 
8 feet, has dangerous thorns) — that we decided to do 
something about it. First, we stopped selling Rosa Multi- 
flora. Then we experimented with fast-growing flowering 
shrubs and found that a combination planting of Wei- 
gela, Forsythia, Vanhouttei Spirea and bush Honey- 
suckle was ideal for light fencing and screening. (Also, 
beautiful.) Then we worked out growing methods to 
produce these bushes economically. When we came up 
with 16 husky shrubs that would take care of 40 feet 
of property line at less than $1.00 per shrub we figured 
that was economical enough. Story on Page 20. 
Economical Evergreens: Householders who need Nee- 
dle-type Evergreens for foundation planting or for hedges, 
but who don’t want to go to the expense of buying speci- 
men plants, should turn to Page 18. There they will 
find Yews and Arborvitae that can be shipped economi- 
cally anywhere.

Here is a device for using perennials economically 
and for maximum effect. You can put as many plants in 
a border 18” wide and almost 11 feet long as you can in 
a 4’ x 4’ border. Moreover, the Strip Border is hugely 
versatile — it needs no background of brick or ever- 
greens, it can wind around a pool or along a walk, it 
can reach out in perspective and requires nothing but 
itself to draw attention. There is no problem of work- 
ing in it—the Strip Border can be refurbished, culti- 
vated, pruned or sprayed from either side without put- 
ting a foot on it. Also, there is a planning challenge 
that few deep borders present — you can plant for color 
and form in full perspective. A mildly profane, elderly, 
ex-seafaring man in Bridgeport, an excellent gardener, 
says “This strip perennial border business is a helluva 
fine invention.’ (We marvel at our own ingenuity.) 

Plant bulbs (Narcissi, Tulip, Lilies) about every six 
feet (the area used for them need not be more than 
1-foot of the strip) and, instead of overplanting the bulbs 
with perennials, we use annuals which become summer- 
long bright splotches of color. You can edge one or 


both sides; in fact there isn’t anything you can‘t do 
with it. Clumps of blending German Iris and an oc- 
casional Peony should be planted in August and Septem- 
ber. Fall, of course, is the time for refurbishing and 
putting in bulbs. Underplant the whole business with 
low-growing annuals the first year because perennials 
cannot be expected to come into their own until after 
they have been in place one season.

The word perennial, as 
applied to flowering plants like these, does not mean forever—it means these 
plants have a long life. Some, like an established peony, last for 25 years 
or more; others bloom their heads off for two or three years, get root bound 
and die. But in between these extremes you get lasting beauty if you pay 
any attention to a perennial border, and, if it’s properly planted, there will 


be a succession of bloom from early spring to late fall. 


For those who prefer a white border we have a white variety of the species 
if it is available in a sturdy form. The range of colored varieties is tremendous

This 
fence can be kept pruned to a 4 to 6 foot height, or let 
grow to provide a 12 foot screen. Space the plants ac- 
cording to the plans, using either curved or straight 
border lines. 

Planting: !f you can’t put these shrubs into the ground 
immediately, open the package and wet the plants thor- 
oughly. Dig large holes and throw the topsoil to one side, 
the subsoil to the other. (Dig them all before you bring 
out the plants.) Use no fertilizer in the hole at planting 
time. Set the plants slightly deeper than we grew them in 
the nursery (you can tell from the soil line), putting the 
topsoil in the bottom of the hole. (Unpack plants one by 
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one and keep roots away from sun or drying wind.) 
Shake the plant gently to firm the roots and then pour a 
couple of gallons of water in the hole. Fill up with sub- 
soil, and as you fill, tramp the dirt into place. Then make 
a dish of dirt with a radius of about 10 inches around the 
plant. Fill this up with water. Then fill again. (When dry 
weather comes be sure to fill these dishes of dirt with 
water at least once a week.) 

This fence can be made more attractive by planting 
Spring-flowering bulbs (Crocus, Narcissus, Botanical Tul- 
ips, Snowdrops, Scilla) under it next fall. When the fence 
has grown enough to provide ground-shade, usually the 
second year, put in Pachysandra or Myrtle (or both) as 
a ground cover.

he iZ Loneteed Border 


Here is a hobby just as much an art form as painting. 
With a perennial border you paint with plants. That’s the 
only difference. But instead of reaching a static end, 
as does a picture, your perennial border is never finished. 
Also, the picture changes constantly during the summer as 
different plants come into bloom. It is a picture in depth 
—a fact that may increase its popularity in this age of 
third dimension. And no two perennial borders are alike. 
Yours, therefore, is unique — uniquely your expression of 
the art of arranging living, changing bloom and shades 
of green. 

We have found that building a border is merely the 
problem of getting started. It need not be large to be 
effective. Our white perennial border (after which The 
Farm is named) began as a 4’ x 4’ affair fifteen years 
ago. It’s now 70 feet long and 6 feet wide. We have 
no plan for adding to length (no more room). 

Now this border of ours never had any special prepara- 
tion. Its soil used to grow fine weeds and we figured if the 
weeds were killed out, the soil, with a little help, would 
grow flowers. It did. Topsoil is not more than 10 inches 
thick. We dig in a little old cow manure every other 
season; occasionally sprinkle a little lime around lime- 
loving plants like Delphinium; early each spring we give 
it a shot of an organic fertilizer (Milorganite), but if that 
isn’t handy we use any ordinary chemical fertilizer. 
We've never sent off a soil sample for analysis and 
although in an expansive moment we once bought a kit 
of chemicals for $15.00 and made innumerable tests, the 
kit went into disuse quickly—couldn’t tell for the life of 
us what the test tubes were saying. 

The plants themselves signal their condition quickly. 
If leaves are nicely green they have enough nitrogen. 
If stalks stand erect after a storm it is likely that enough 
phosphorus and potassium are available. Lime, a ‘sweet- 
ener’’, should be used gingerly because most plants like 
soil slightly on the sour” side. It takes very little reading 
in catalogues or garden books to find out about those 
relatively few plants that like to be doused with lime. 
So douse them. Just don’t overfeed plants, keep them 
lean and strong. The point here is that chemicals, 
organic or inorganic, are strong foods —too much nitro- 
gen, for example, will grow mighty fine leaves, few 
flowers. A gardener is always safe with old cow manure 
(a year or more). 

Most of the stuff you read in the garden publications, 
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those minute, multitudinous directions to do this or that at 
a specific time, can scare the wadding out of even an 
experienced gardener. Take this talk with a grain of salt 
(we've found that plants are most durable things, actually 
takes work to kill one). All you need is the experience of 
a season or two behind you. Then take a look at your 
thumbs. When they are kind of grimy and calloused a 
bit (not green) you’re on your way. 

How about care? Well, a little shallow weeding is 
all right but don’t dig deep; it’s hard on your back and 
bad for perennials. Deep cultivation destroys the delicate 
feeding roots which form close to the surface. Spraying? 
Modern spraying and dusting materials are so efficient 
and simple to use this is no problem. 

The selection of plants is your option. This catalogue 
will tell you color, height and other growth characteris- 
tics of most perennials. Plant low growing perennials 
in front, medium height ones in the middle, tall ones at 
the back. It is also a good idea to plant some annuals 
to take care of bare spots. We suggest planting tulips, 
naricissus and lilies in clumps rather than in a broadcast 
planting—then you know their locations, keeps you from 
cutting their heads off when you are cleaning up in 
spring; also you can get at them easily when they need 
thinning or replacement. 

The two Perennial Borders on this page are bare-bone 
plans on which to build. You should not expect too much 
bloom this year as the plants will not be established 
until they have spent a season in place. German Iris, 
Peonies and some other species can be planted later; 
just tuck them in between other plants. Fall is the time to 
plant bulbs. The bloom you admire today is the result 
of what you did a year, or perhaps two years ago. Your 
changing flower picture, therefore, has a most satis- 
factory continuity, pleasurable delayed rewards.
